Cras Troops Driver Driven From Their 
Positions Along Front of 
“Eastern Arena 


“Berlin.—Official announcement was 
made June 14 that General Von Mack- 
ensen had occupied the Russian posi- 
“tions along the entire front in the east- 
rn arena of the fighting from Cyeriawa 
to Sieniawa. » 

Sixteen thousand Russians have been 
eaptured by Von Mackensen’s forces in 
a series of attacks west and northwest 
of Lemberg, an official statement from 
the War Office announced reeently. 
These places are in Galicia. Sieniawa 
is eighteen miles northwest of Jaroslau 
on-the river San, The statement fol- 
lows: 

**General Von. “Mackensen began an 
attack over a line extending 43 miles. 
**Starting from their position at 
Cjernaiawa, northwest of Mosciska and 
at Sieniawa, the enemy’s positions 
have been taken along the entire 
length of this front. 

“Attacks by the troops under Gen- 
eral Von Linsingen and General Von 
Der Marwitz also made progress.’’ 
Moseow.—Moscow recently has seen 
street rioting and anti-German demon- 
strations of a serious nature. The po- 
lice have found it impossible to eontrol 
the crowds, and the peoplep@idulged 
tion until they were tired out. 

The demonstrations started because 
their desires for looting and destrue- 
of an outbreak of illness ameng some 
men employed in a factory.

Bandits Board Coaster and Force 
Passengers to Turn Over 
Their Valuables 


Los Angeles.—Partly frustrated 
by & woman's presence of mind, two 
masked men boarded the first sec- 
tion of the Southern Pacific ‘‘Coast- 
er,’’ south bound, at Chatsworth sta- 
tion, fifteen miles from Los Angeles, 
on the night of June 11, robbed 
about 100 passengers of money and 


valuables and left the train at Hew- 


itt after a spirited battle with the 


train crew and passengers. 


A shotgun and several revolvers 
flashed in the dark and bullets 
thudded against the rear of the ob- 


servation car. 


Then the bandits fled. No. accu- 
rate estimate of the robbers’ gains 
was given out, but it is conceded that 
it was many hundreds of dollars. 
Nothing was overlooked and every- 
thing of value was taken from men 
and women alike. 

The job would have been: thor- 
oughly done, it is declared, had not 
a sensitive woman in one of the mid- 
dle day coaches looked behind and 
saw the robbers in the car back of 
her. Instantly she was on her feet 
running toward the front of the train 
and shouting a warning to other 
passengers. 

They followed in her wake and 
collected in the forward coach, at 
bay. But the robbers, who seemed 
amateurish and nervous throughout, 
sensed the danger ahead. They sud- 
denly ordered the conductor to stop 
the train at Hewitt, five miles north 
of Burbank, and alighted there, 
though they had repeatedly warned 
the conductor to let them off at Bur- 
bank station. 


FIVE KIDNAPPERS ARE 
FOILED IN THEIR PLOT 


Grandparents and Conductor on 
Train Save Children 


San Francisco.—The attempted 
kidnaping of the two children of Don 
M. Clise of Oakland by five masked 
men, as they were being placed on 
board a Western Pacific passenger 
train at Quincy Junction, in Plumas 
county, Thursday night, June 10, 
was frustrated by the grandparents 
of the children and G. O. Dowden, 
conductor of the train. 

The story of the attempt was told 
in Oakland recently by Dr. F. A. 
Clise, the grandfather of the chil- 
dren. 

According to Dr. Clise, three of the 
masked kidnapers were L. W. Storie, 
present husband of the children’s 
mother; Highliey Storie, brother-in- 
law of Mrs. Storie, and L. H. Hughes 
of Quincy, Mrs. Storie’s attorney. 

Dr. Clise said the five men rode up 
in an automobile just as he was pre- 
paring to put the children on the 
train. Dr. Clise said he seized one 
and Mrs. Taswell, a_ physician, 
grabbed the other to prevent the 
men from carrying out their purpose. 
The kidnapers were able to wrest 
the children away, and would have 


succeeded in getting them into the 
automobile, Dr. Clise said, except for 


the timely assistance of Conductor 
Dowden. Dowden wrestled with one 
of the men who had Donald, the lit- 
tle boy, and although knocked down, 
kept his hold. The fight attracted 
the attention of passengers, and the 
men were frightened away. 

Two of them crawled underneath 
the train and escaped. An overcoat, 
declared to be Storie’s, was left in 
Dr. Clise’s possession. 

Dr. Clise was accompanied by his 
wife and the grandparents were tak- 
ing the children from Quincy to their 
home in Oakland. 

The father, Don M. Clise, an op- 
tician at 414 Fourteenth street, was 
divorced from the children’s mother 
in Ashland, Or., June, 1914, and has 
twice been awarded the custody of 
the children by court order. The 
mother married L. W. Storie, a mill 
worker of Quincy. 


BRITAIN'S CASUALTIES, 
298,000, SHOCK WORLD 


London.—England was startled re 
cently by the anneuncement of Pre- 
mier Asquith in the House of Commons 
that the total of British easualties from 
the beginning of the war to May 31 
was 258,069 men killed, wounded and 
missing. 

A little less tham half of these easu- 
alties oceurred since April 11, the date 
of the last statement. Up to that time 
the monthly average of casualties was 
about 17,400, but the fighting in Plan- 
ders and the Dardanelles in the seven 
weeks tu the end of May brought the 


average for the ten months of the war 
up to nearly 28,000, or more than 860 
daily. 

Divided into eategories of killed, 
wounded and missing, officers and men, 
the casualty list up to May 81 shows 
the following:

Inscriptions at the Fair. 

Students of monumental inscrip- 
tions must often have observed, with 
the ordinary vice of inappropriate 
ness, the want of variety of which 
Wordsworth spoke in his “Essay Upon 
Epitaphs.” Ranging from Whitman to 
the Siamese Phra Ruang, there is no 
such deidciency in those at the Pana- 
ma-Pacific exposition. But in seeking 
variety does not the far West stultify 
itself a bit. One series ig harmlessly 
historical, commemorating the discov- 
ery of Panama in 1501 by Bastides, its 
crossing by Balboa, the discovery of 
California and the founding of Mission 
Dolores, and like events. The Court 
of Four Seasons quotes merely a Call- 
fornian upon western nature, with 
Spencer’s well known characterization 
of jolly summer and autumn all in 
yellow clad. But in paying tribute to 
great literary figures the exposition 
does equal honor to six occidental and 
six oriental nations. If visitors are 
moved by the beauty of the passages 
from Kalidasa, Hitomaro, Zuhayr and 
Firdausi to make some further ac- 
quaintance with these writers, San 
Francisco will have surpassed Chi- 
cago and St. Louis. To find a region 
so violently anti-Asiatic as the Pacific 
coast inscribing on its walls Japanese 
lays and Chinese philosophy is new 
evidence of the potency of cosmopoll- 
tanism.

The scoop is made of steel and is 
sunk in the water on two long chains. 
The chains are attached to a universal 
crane, which is carried on a boat. One 
of the chains operates the lid of the 
scoop, while the other drags the scoop 
along. The interior of the scoop is 
coated with beef juice and sulphur, 
and 3s it plunges through the water 
appetizing odors aré emitted. This at- 
tracts the fish. They peep in the 
scoop to see what it is all about and 
the lid immediately goes down. 

You may ask: “How does the fish- 
erman know when the scoop has fish 
in it.” They can tell by the weight 
on the boat and when they find the 
pulling is getting harder.

BIRDS THE FRIENDS OF MAN 


Investigation Has Shown the Extent 
of Thelr Ravages om Insects That 
Destroy the Crops. 


A recent government bulletin in the 
Interest of bird conservation gives 
some facts demonstrating their useful 
ness as insect and noxious weed de 
stroyers that should become general 
knowledge. 

A tree swallow’s stomach was found 
to contain 40 entire chinch bugs and 
fragments of many others, besides oth- 
er species of insects. A bank swallow 
in Texas devoured 68 cotton boll wee 
vils. Thirty-five cliff swallows had 
taken an average of 18 boll weevila 
each. Two stomachs of pine siskins 
from Haywards, Cal., contained 900 


A killdeer’s stomach taken in Novem 
ber in Texas contained over 300 mos 


28 white grubs. A night hawk’s stom: 
ach collected in Ketucky contained 84 


Another night hawk from New York 
had eaten 24 clover leaf weevils and 
75 ants. Still another night hawk 
had eaten 840 grasshoppers, 52 bugs, 
three beetles, two wasps-and a spider. 
A bobtailed grackle from Texas had 
eaten at one meal about one hundred 
cotton boll worms besides a few oth- 
er insects. A ring-necked pheasant’s 
crop from Washington contained 8,000 


heads. 

The quail, between his cheery calla 
of “Bob White,” is busy consuming 136 
yariletics of insects. He will sat on an 
average 75,000 insects and 6,000,000 
weed seeds a year. He ts the natural 
enemy of the boll weevil and the po 
tato bug and the best friend of man,
